‘■further advised that he felt the NSRP is being harassed by 
local authorities because NSRP members are arrested when 
they pass out NSRP literature at demonstrations of civil 
rights groups in Chicago. He said the NSRP is against 
integration and said that they plan to continue distributing 
literature at demonstrations of civil rights groups in 
Chicago, 

On August 4, 1966, I I was interviewed 

at the headquarters of the Chicago Branch of the NSRP, 

2237 North vrester n Aven ue. Chicago, by two agents of the 
FBI at which time I H ad vised that the NSRP in Chicago is 

not attempting to have citizens arm themselves, although 
several NSRP members have personal weapons for their own 
personal use and personal protection.

The July 1967 Issue, nunbor 91, of '’The Thunderbolt", 
self-described, as the "official White Racial organ of the National 
States Rights Party" (NSRP), a characterization of which appears, 
'in the Appendix, contains numerous articles regarding the Israeli 
attack on the USS LIBERTY on June 8, 1967, in which 34 members of ' 
the U. S. Navy were killed and 75 wounded. In one of the articles 
captioned, "Jews Desperate to Cover Up USS Liberty Attack", the 
publication states, "We demand aid and support to the Arab people 
in their fight for freedom and liberation of lands taken by the Jew 
aggressors," The article continues that support of the stand . 
can be manifested through distribution of extra copies of "The 
Thunderbolt" and Joining the National States Rights Party (NSRP). 


Page 7 reflects an article captioned, "Communists Say 
'Outlaw Antl-Jewism'", in which Information is sot forth regarding 
the State of Now York revising its State Constitution for which a 
convention has been called. The revision of the State Constitution 
concerns any Incitement to racism, ox' Auti-Jowlsm be considered a 
crime punishable by law. This revision has gained the support of the 
New York Communist Party of which Gil Green is State Chairman. The >=6 
article continues by stating that the "U. S. Reds" also urged that . 
students be given full "participation in all policy making decisions 
of State Colleges and Universities and also called for the banning 
of ROTC military training on college campuses.

help from dll over the Nation to assist its Cleveland raenbers to 
counter demonstrate against the black' mobs successfully. It 
continues by stating the "NSRP will not lot the black savages 
coerce Cleveland into surrendering," The article claims ,that 
Charles 0. Farris, described as the NSRP Chapter Loader, has pre- 
pared the rally grounds and the whites will march through 
Cleveland to let the officials. and the businessmen of Cleveland 
bo aware that there will bo no surrender of white rights to, 

"Lucifer King and his black mobs". The article claims that 
Connie Lynch will In in Cleveland arousing the whites to defend 
their rights by the time this issue of "The Thunderbolt" is 
received and that shortly after July 4 Doctor Edward R, Fields, 
National Director, and R. D. Eldrldge, t|xe National Organizer, 
and J. B, Stoner will bo in Cl^ aland to help load the struggle 
for the white rights. Further on in the article the NSRP 
"has called for supporters from throughout America to head for 
Cleveland to back up the party leadership and defense of white 
people of Cleveland. Those who are not tied down with Jobs are 
expected to arrive in sufficient numbers to more than counter 
balance the. Negro demonstrators. Whites have a Constitutional 
right to peacefully counter demonstrate for their rights and 
that is exactly what the NSRP is now going to do in Cleveland. 

All whites who can go to Cleveland to support the NSRP's

The article continued by quoting the Judge as 
stating that a personally prejudice police officer "makes the 
Government the peoples enemy" and that "such a policeman makes 
governing a universal irritant," The last paragraph of this

He referred to the "niggers**'^as rattle snakes. He 
said that they are dirty, nothing but filthy, and low class. 


He said that the white man has given them what they 
have and they are not appreciative but want even more. Lynch 
stated that the white people should not'*iiire the Negroes, pointing 
out that nobody has to hire them. [ 

Lynch claimed that the NSRP'activity in Cleveland, 

Ohio, had' chased ‘Martin Luther King away from there. He said he 
would continue to speak out against ^the "niggers”. He said even 
if they arrest him he would continue to standup and say what 
he thinks. 


He called the Federal Bureau of Investigation a bunch 
of Idiots and "nigger babysitters". ^ 

The confidential source stated that the group to which 
he spoke in >Dayton consisted of about twenty people .

"Dayton, Ohio 
July 10, 1967 

On July 9, 1967, the regular meeting of the 
Dayton Ohio Chapter of the National States Rights 
Party was held at 224 Oak Street, Dayton, Ohio. 

R.D. Eldridge conducted the meeting and 
repeated most of the same statements he has said 
many times. He used the Bible as proof that the Jews 
were not God's chosen people. The Jews are continuing 
to take over the U.S., which is part and parcel of 
the Communist plot. He said Johnson is part of the 
plot and his administration has hired nothing but 
’^nigger^' and Jews. 

He spoke further repeating what the NSRP has 
stated before that the Isreal«*Arab war was part of 
the Communist plot also. 

Eldridge pointed out that the NSRP passed out 
leaflets in Cleveland, Ohio area during the 4th of 
July week end encouraging "the white man to unite 
to save the race and come to rallies to be held at 
the North Italian Club, West 33rd Street Cleveland, 
Ohio on July 6, ~9, 1967. Connie Lynch was to speak 
at these rallies. 

Eldridge said because of the NSRP activity in 
Cleveland, Martin "Looter" King had decided not to 
hold any rallies, etc. in Cleveland.

Connie Lynch spoke and called for continued 
opposition to integration in the United States. Many 
Federal officials in the United States are committed to . 
integration and allow Negroes to participate in riots 
and do nothing to stop them. The white people must 
organize to stop the Federal Government from continuing 
to support the Negroes in this country against the white 
people. Referring to these Federal officials. Lynch 
stated that when the NSRP takes power, they will "hang 
them all from the presidency down through Congress. Their 
heads will be on poles from coast to coast and from border 
to border." The white people must arm themselves so 
that they are in a position to protect themselyes and 
their families from the Negroes. 


Lynch stated that Negroes should be completely 
eliminated from our society because they are against 
law and order and ai'e a threat to the welfare of the white 
race. He is working for the day when the only Negroes 
that are seen will be those that are stuffed and are in 
museums. The white people are on a divine frequency and 
the colored people cannot get tuned in on this frequency 
and therefore, they are attempting to destroy the white 
society. The white people all oser the world should unite 
to oppose the black race or else the black race v/ill 
continue to teri-orize the w’qite people. The Negroes should 
be exterminated by the 1970’s for the welfare of this 


'country. 





NSRP' 


Lynch stated that the Jewish communists are 
behind the movement to have integration in the United 
States in order that there will be a revolution and 
then these Jey/ish communists can take over this country. 
The Jewish slave traders were the ones that originally 
brought the ‘Negroes to this country in order to serve 
their own selfish purposes, 

J. B. Stoner spoke and stated that the NSRP 
should realize that the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
(FBI) is attempting to destroy the NSRP. NSRP members 
should not talk to the FBI or aid the FBI in any way 
whatsoever. If the FBI attempts to talk to NSRP members, 
they should 'throw them off your property.” The Federal 
Government has been responsible for causing and furthering 
integration and the Government must be resisted in their 
efforts to have integration against the wishes of Jthe 
v/hite people.- In regard to the anti-riot bill in Congress 
which will make it a Federal crime to cross state lines 
to participate in a riot, the NSRP will not support 
this bill'-because it is designed to destroy organizations 
like the NSRP and will not affect persons like Stokely 
Carmichael and H. Rap Brown, who are responsible for 
causing riots and destruction in the United States. 

People like Connie Lynch will, therefore, not support 
a bill like this because they realize the true purpose 
of the bill. The Federal Government wants to destroy 
organizations like the Ku Klux Klan and the NSRP and 
this has been proven because the FBI has already broken up 
the KuKlux Klan. The Jews are responsible for financing 
the, Civil Rights Movement in the United States and people 
now talk about 6,000,000 Jews being killed in Germany 
by Goebbels, but 'Mil make Goebbels look like a 

Sunday School teacher.

Doctor Edward R. Fields spoke and stated that 
all NSRP members and white people should keep their guns 
in order to protect themselves. Eventually it may be 
necessary to use these guns to protect ourselves against 
Negro mobs. The Federal Government is attempting to 
outlaw the possession of guns so that there wilL be no 
opposition to the communist* revolution and the Negro 
mobs in; this country. In Newark and Detroit it has been 
proven that police cannot protect the white people from 
the Negro mobs. All of the Negroes in this country 
should be -deported for the welfare of the white people.

Fields called for the NSRP to o-ganize more 
people to fight against integration and stated that the 
NSRP must increase their membership in the Northern 
areas. The NSRP should also take a more active interest 
in political campaigns. ^7. E. "Gene" Wilson in the 
last Congressional election in Florida ran a strong 
third and more candidates of this type should be running 
throughout' the country. The NSRP does not plan to run 
a candidate in the coming presidential election but 
the NSRP should campaign for various local political 
candidates. They should also ascertain whether George 
Tfallace of Alabama will accept their help. ■ 

Neuman Britton spoke and in refer;ring to the 
Negroes'in the' United States, stated that they should v/ork 
to "deport these apes to Africa." The Negroes should 
be removed from our society and cut out of Our society 
like a cancer. The Negroes have, caused riots and_ 
vast destruction in areas like Newark . and Detroit and 
are, therefore, not capable of .living in a civilized society 
Local authorities and officials in Washington will not 
do anything to stop these riots and, therefore, ‘ the NSRP 
must increase their efforts to show the Negroes that the 
white people will not continue to tolerate riots and 
insurrection on their part. He quoted exerpts from the 
Bible and stated that the Jews ard anti-Christ. The Jews , 
are financing the Civil Rights program in the United 
States and are responsible for the increase in race mixing. 
The white people must- arm theselves in order to be able 
to resist the Negro looters and to be able to protect 
themselves because many times JLocal and Federal authorities 
will not be able to projtect the white people from the 
Negroes. The NSRP should continue to oppose all forms 
of integration and not allow our society to be destroyed by 
the Negroes and Jews. The Negroes, and Jews should be 
completely eliminated from our society and the v/hlte 
people should have control of everything that takes place 
in this country.

I I spoke and stated that all 

NSRP members must work harder to oppose integration 
to make the white people realize that the Negroes are 
a threat to organized society and the white people. 

Members of the NSRP must become revolutionary and be 

willing to fight and die in the streets if necessary 

in order to preserve law and order. The NSRP must 

decide whether they are going to. "quit and go home or 

go to the streets, possibly with guns, to show the be 

Negroes tht the white people will resist the Negro b^c 

mobs.” Whenever white people have resisted the Negroes, 

the demonstrations and riots by the Negroes have stopped. 

They must do more work on college campuses in this 
country in order to make the younger people realize 
that they must oppose the ^Negroes. Members of the NSRP " 

should not register their guns because they need them 
for protection and everyone has a Constitutional right to 
have a gun to protect themselves. Revolution may be the 
only way to win against the forces. of integration and 
Negroes should be completely eliminated from American 
society if law and order is to be. preserved, 

I ~| spoke and called for the NSRP 

to work harder in order to have the Negroes and Jews 
eliminated from all aspects of American Society. The 
Bible contains a divivine prophecy that the Jews and 
.Negroes are unacceptable. NSRP members are commanded 
by the Bible to get rid of all the Jews and Negroes from 
this country. 

I I spoke concerning the necessity 

of having better organization within the NSRP so that 

they can influence more people in opposing integration 

at every level. They must organize more chapters of the 

NSRP and whenever these chapters become too large they can break 

them down into smaller chapters for security pujposes. He will help 

anyone organize new chapters of the NSRP. They should also

'utilize "The Thunderbolt" in organizing white people 
to fight against Negroes and personsvho support the 
Negroes because this publication explains tl )0 dangers 
to white people if fney do not do sowething to protect 
themselves against the Negroes and Jews. 

"The Thunderbolt" is self-described as 
the official organ of the NSRP. 

I Ispoke concerning the United 

Nations (UN) and stated the United States should get oUt 
6f the UN because it takes away the sovereignty of the 
United States and will eventually destroy the United 
States. The UNlV/aS Illegally formed to begin with and 
Alger Hiss, a communist, was one of the persons who 
helped create the UN. The UN is a conspiracy to 
v/eaken the United States so that it can be eventually 
destroyed. The NSRP should work to have the United 
States withdraw from the UN and this should be done 
immediately on a. state level in order to bring pressure 
to bear on the Federal Government. 

No committees were set up at this convention 
^nd no specific plans or strategy was formulated by 
the NSRP for the coming year. During the convention, 
$250 was collected from those present and given to 
Connie Lynch for his expenses in connection v/ith giving

The September, 1967, Issue, #93, of ’’The Thunderbolt”, 
self-described as the official white racial organ of the 
National States Rights Party, a characterization of which 
appears in the Appendix hereto, has on page one a quotation 
from Lyndon Johnson, ”I Will Take Prom The Whites And Give 
To The Negroes”. This article concerns the request for 
a tax hike and Its possible effect on the Negro community. 

Page two of this issue pertains to mixed marriages, 
threats by Negroes to white women and possible non-profit 
segregated white schools being subject to tax. 


Page three of this issue contains an article regarding 
Robert Weaver, associated with the Department of Housing 
and Urban Development, and methods used in forcing integration 
in low rent public housing. This same page also contains 
an article concerning more Negroes being placed in the 
National Guard units in hopes that the white National 
Guardsmen will ”go easy” on Negro rioters when fellow 
guardsmen are Negroes. Page three also contains an article, 
’’Conn. Waking Up” in which it is stated that ”New Haven, , 

Conn, has received and spent more urban renewal per capta 
than any other city in America. Yet, they have had very 
vicious race riots. The Mayor said ’If wo are a model city,, 

God save the rest of the cities'”. The article continued 
by stating that Cheshire, Connecticut, is also having race 
problems due to the fact that the City Board of Aldermen desired 
to pass a resolution ’’welcoming additional new white families 
to our community”.

The "Deaocratic" governor is quoted as having said "Sometines 
there is a Justification for going beyond equality if 
a meober of a ainority group can be trained to become equal 
with the other person". 

Page six contains an editorial which carries a letter 
in an article captioned "Open Letter To The ’Defender 
Magazine’", which is signed by Dewey Taft, Post Office Box 
3134, Mena, Arkansas. The remainder of the page carries 
letters forwarded to the "National Observer" regarding 
the USS Liberty incident. 

Page seven carries the "National Observer" editorial 
of August 21, 1967, regarding this same Incident. 

Page eight contains National States Rights Party action 
news. On this page is a group photograph of Joe Carroll, 
identified as the Maryland Youth Organizer; R. D. Eldridge, 
National Organizer; Gene Wilson, National States Rights Party 
.Duval County Director; J. B, Stoner, Vice-Chairman; Ned 
Dupes, National Chairman; Dr. Edward R. Fields, Director 
and Editor; and Peter L. Xavier, National States Rights 
Party Treasurer.

Page eight also had an article captioned "Thunderbolt 
Circulation", in which it was claimed that during the last 
three months issues of "The Thunderbolt", #90, #91 and #92, 
were* totally sold out. The article continued by stating 
that issue #91 was reprinted on a second run and it^ too, 
was sold out. 

Page eight also contains an article indicating that 
Dr. Edward R. Fields, Editor of "The Thunderbolt", will 
speak to the members in Chicago, Illinois, on October 7, 
1967, ’Dr. Fields is scheduled to speak in St. Xouis, 
Missouri, on October 8, 1967, where Allen 0, Kern is in 
charge of 'the meeting. Below this article is a request 
to "Have an NSRP Rally In Your Area". In this article 
it is suggested that a field on the main road level for 
cars .to park must be found. Written permission must be 
obtained from the owner of -this land for the rally. The 
National States Rights Party will print the handbills 
announcing the meeting and will distribute them. The 
National States Rights Party will also bring in the lights 
and sound^equipment. 

Page nine contains 11 photographs of the speakers 
at the National Convention and group photographs of the 
attendees. 

Page 10 contains an article captioned "FBI Sends 
‘Bomb’ Into Crowded Savannah Office Building". This article 
alleges that Roy Lynch, 17 years old and a member of two 
years standing in the Party, had brought a package to 
the Savannah Office of the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
where a conversation was had with a Special Agent, during 
which Lynch was allegedly Instructed to take the package 
to the Postal Inspector at the Savannah Post Office. The 
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article clalns that the Savannah Office of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation '’should have taken charge of the bomb 
and made arrangements there to have dismantled it'** After 
, the 'Package had been opened* it was found to contain 'a 
number of National States Rights Party lapel buttons 
along wlth<a battery and some wires. 

Page eleven contains an article captioned "Negro 
Child Rate Endangers White Survival"* in which the article 
calls for the following laws to be enacted immediately; 

"(1) The birth rate of Negroes be restricted to one or 
two offspring per family", "(2) All Negro producers 
(male and female) of illegitimate children are to be 
sterilized", "(3) All Negroes who .produce children while 
on aid programs must bo sterilized", "(4) All Negro 
criminals must bo sterilized", "(5) All mentally deficient 
Negroes must be sterilized." 

Page twelve lists various books, literature and 
publications available to the readers through "The Thunderbolt".
